A CRYING EVIL

Saturday night Officer Grouse wrest- 


ed two young men, one from Bedford, 
the other from Everett, for disorderli- 
jiess and.drunkenness. The prisoners 
we're in the lock-up about one hour and 
a half, when a friend purchased their 
freedom by pawning a watch owned by 
the tipsy fellow from the big borough 
for the amount of the fines—$10. Offi- 
cer Grouse took four bottles of beer 
and a jug from the drunks when he 
put them behind the bars. That little 
brown jug would furnish a text for a 
few parental lectures if the fathers of 
two or three boys about fifteen or six- 
teen years of age knew its history. 
These youths were out for a spree and 
seemed to want the people to know it, 
so they procured this jug and "toted" 
it around with them BO that the citi- 
zens could see they were "boczing." 
la their peregrinations they came 
upon the two intoxicated individuals 
whom Officer Grouse arrested later in 
the evening and one of these young 
men obtained the jug from the boys, 
giving them, it is alleged, a bottle of 
baer for it. In doing this he violated 
the law and may be called to account 
before many days have fled. But to 
get to the purpose for which this ar- 
ticle is written : There are a number 
of boys who, within the past few 
months, have 
frequently been as 


"drunk as lords." Where the liquor is 
obtained, and by whom, is a matter in 
which the officers of the law should be 
interested. Our object in focussing at- 
tention upon this deplorable condition 
of affairs is to enlist the efforts of all 
good citizens in bringing about a re- 
form. It is a sad commentary on the 
morals of the town and it is high time 
that an attempt was made to remedy 
the evil. We urge the parents of the 
boys of Bedford to take a livelier in- 
terest in their welfare. Point out the 
dangers which confront them and then 
help them to do the right.

The complete census statistics of 


dairy matters announced on Monday 
show that of the 5,739,657 farms in the 
country, 4,514,210 report dairy products 
and that in 1899 the total dairy pro- 
duct had a valuation of $472,369,255. 
The number of dairy cows was 17,139,- 


674. 
The receipts from dairy products 


sold aggregated $281,629,958 and pro- 
ducts consumed on the farms were 
valued at $190,739,297. 
There were 


produced from the dairy cows reported 
a total of 7,260,392,674 gallons of milk, 
an average of 424 gallons per cow. The 
farmers also report the sale of 20,768,- 
662 gallons of cream for $8,838,776 
The farms reporting butter, manufac- 
tured 1,071,745,127 pounds, of which 
518 139,026 pounds were sold, for which 
the farmers received $86,600,446. Farms 
reporting cheese, manufactured 16 
372,330 pounds, of which 14 692,542 
pounds were sold for $1,342,444. 
New 


York reports the largest number of 
dairy cows, 1,501,608, the largest value 
of dairy products, $55,474,155. Penn- 
sylvania comes second.

BILL 
»te passed the ship 
subsidy bill. 
The 


title of the measure adopted by the 
"gr»Te and reverend" law-makers is 
"To provide lor ocean mail service 
between the United States and foreign 
ports and the common defense; to pro- 
mote commerce and to encourage the 
deep-sea fisheries." 


Title 1 of the measure deals with 


ocean mail steamships and their subsi- 
dies. The postal subsidy act of 1S91 is 
so amended as to direct the postmaster- 
general to enter into contracts for not 
less than five nor more than 13 years 
with American citizens for the carry- 
ing of mails on American steamships 
to such, foreign points as will best pro- 
mote the postal, commercial and mari- 
time interests of the United States, the 
mail service on such lines to be equita 
bly distributed among the Atlantic 
Mexican Gulf and Pacific ports and the 
contracts to be made with the lowes 
responsible bidder. 


The vessels employed in the mail ser 


vice shall be American built and owned 
and officered by American citizens 
During the first two years one-fourth 
of the crew must be American citizens 
during the next three years one-third 
must be American citizens, and during 
the remaining life of the contract a' 
least one-half must be American citi 
zens. The ships must be screw steam 
ships of iron or steel and divided into 
the following classes, according to 
speed : 


First class, 20 knots or over , second class 


19 knots; third class, IS knots; fourth class 
IT knots; fifth class, 16 knots; sixth class 
15 knots; seventh class, U knots. 


All steamships of the first five classes 


shall be constructed with particular 
reference to prompt conversion into aux 
iliary naval cruisers and shall be of the 
highest rating known to maritime 
commerce. 


The rate of compensation for ocean 


mail service to be paid per gross regis 
tered ton for each 100 nautical miles 
sailed from the port of clearance in 
the United States to the port of entry 
in the United States, according to the 
route required by the postoffice depart- 
ment, shall not exceed the following ; 


Steamships of the first class, S.T cents, 
second class, 3 5 cents , tuird class, 2 B cents . 
fourth class, 3.1 cents; fifth class, 1.9 cents, 
sixth class, 1 7 cents; seventh class, 1.5 


The rates of compensation to any ves- 


sel carrying mails to a foreign port in 
North America shall not exceed 70 per 
cent, of the maximum rates establish- 
ed. 


Mail steamships are required to carry 


as apprentices one American born boy 
for each 1,000 tons gross register. He 
shall be educated in seamanship and 
engineering and rank as petty officer. 


Title 2 of the bill provides for the 


general subsidy to be paid. It directs 
the secretary of the treasury to pay to 
the owners of any vessel in the United 
States duly registered and engaged in 
the foreign trade of the United States 
a compensation amounting to 1 cent 
per gross registered ton for each 100 
nautical miles sailed, not exceeding 16 
entries in any one year; and on each 
entry, not exceeding 16 in any one 
year, for a period of five years from the 
date of registration of a vessel of 1,000 
gross tons, which shall be completed 
after the passage of this bill, one 
fourth of 
one cent per gross ton 


for each 100 nautical miles sailed, in 
addition to the above mentioned com- 
pensation. The bill spec'fies certain 
vessels which shall not receive compen- 
sation under its provisions, among 
them being vessels engaged in the 
coastwise trade exclusively. 


Each subsidized vessel is required to 


carry as a member of its company one 
American boy for each 1,000 gross tone 
who shall be taught seamanship and 
engineering. The owners of the vessel 
must agree before receiving compensa- 
tion that the ship in emergency may 
be used by the United States for the 
national defense or for any public pur- 
pose, at a fair valuation for this ser- 
vice. 


Title 3 of the bill directs the secre- 


tary of the treasury to pay to the owner 
of a documented vessel engaged in 
deep-sea fishery for at least 
three 


months in any one year $8 per gross 
ton per annum, provided that at least 
one-third of the crew shall be citizens 
of the United States; and he is directed 
to pay also to a citizen of the United 
States serving as a member of such 
crew SI per month for the time he is 
necessarily employed. 


Title 4 provides that no vessel shall 


be given compensation under two or 
more titles of this act at the ss me time; 
that a subsidized vess=l shall not be 
gold to a subject of a foreign power; 
and that the president of the United 
States shall cause proper regulations 
to be framed for the execution of this 
act. 


Despite the pressure brought to 


bear by the party bosses Borne of the 
brainiest of the Republican senators 
refused to vote for the bill, among 
them being Dolliver and Allison, of 
Iowa; Dillingham and Proctor, of Ver- 
mont, and Quarles and Spooner, of 
WiKonsin. There were 42 votes for and 
31 againit the saeatnre. 
A peculiar 


transaction in connection with an 
amendment ol Senator W. B. Pettus, 
ol Alabama, limiting the subsidy to 
}9,000,000 a year, focnssed attention 
upon the questionable actions of the 
advocates of the measure. The amend- 
ment in question was adopted by a 
large vote, many Kepublieans, includ- 
ing Mr. Hanna, voting with the Demo- 
crats for it; but just before the bill 
was put upon its passage Mr. Aldrich 
demanded a separate vote on the 
amendment, and it was voted down by 
the champions of the bill. It is thus 
left so that the subsidy is unlimited 
and by this course its supporters 
acknowledge that they expect the 
amount will far exceed $9,000,000 
year. 


Another incident which goes to 


show that the friends of the measure 
do not desire to foster the build- 
ing of the cargo carriers we need was 
the rejection of Senator Allison's pro- 
posal that no vessel should receive full 
subsidy unless she cleared from 
American port with a cargo equal to 
fifty per cent, of her carrying ca- 
pacity. 


The fact that the promoters of the 


ship subsidy bill are actuated by the! 
anxiety to add to the profits of a fev 
ocean greyhounds like those nov 
operated by some of the grasping cot 
porations of this country was furthe 
proven by the senate's refusal to ac- 
cept Mr. Vest's amendment providing 
that American citizens may buy \ 
sels where they can be purchased most 
cheaply and have them registered as 
American ships. 


Before it reaches its goal the ship 


subsidy bill will have to run the 
gauntlet and it will no doubt he badly 
bruised and battered, for already many 
of the honest people and the unbough 
papers have lined up against the 
Hanna-JFrye measure which, as the 
Indianapolis Sentinel says, "fasten 
on our government for a score of years 
the donation of large sums of money 
to government favorites as absolute 
gratuities. It is the culmination of 
class legislation—of taxing the many 
for the direct benefit of thefavorec 


few. 
It is the next thing to the crea 


tion of an aristocracy supported by 
public taxation—in fact, it is that very 
thing except that the names of thi 
beneficiaries are suppressed."

The ruler 
is chosen from the great body of the 
people, his term m ay be one year or ten 
and if the laws are obeyed he steps 
down from his great office without the 
slightest friction and his successor oc 
cupies his place.

world to-day stands this vital question 
What now is the best form of human 
government? What government is i 
that gives to mankind the greates 
amount of security and happiness am 
safety from violence from within or 
without, guaranteeing to the humbles 
toiler the dole of his labor and secur 
ing the multi-millionaire in his posi 
tion without fear or let from any man 


The axiom of the ancient Greek, wise 


beyond his generation, was "that the 
nation is governed best which is gov 
erned least." In such a condition, the 
liberty of the subject is only limitec 
by prosperity and justice. These two 
sentinels, ever watchful, guard ant 
protect the lives and happiness of the 
subjects, time without end. On their 
watchfulness rests the happiness ant 
security of those they guard. When 
the shadows of night fall from the dis 
tance you hear the inquiry borne on 
the wings of the wind i "What of the 
night, watchman, what of the night?'

face and twenty-eight stories above 
In all of these great manufacturing 
and commercial hives millions of dis- 
satisfied men have gathered and here 
in the city o( New York dissatisfied 
crowds are congregated, composed 
entirely of the labor element. They 
see *around them luxury and abund- 
ance, as Moses saw the promised land 
afar off. 
The majirity o! our laboring 


classes are better fed, better clad and 
better housed than any other laboring 
people on the face of the earth. Take 
Italy, for instance, with all the glory 
of ancient Eome about it. The farm 
laborer receives as full compensation 
from 17 to 20 and US cents a day, with 
the labor the most severe from the 
rising of the sun to the going down of 
the sam?, and satisfies the craving of 
hunger during hie long and painful 
hours of labor with a slice of black 
bread and a half bottle of sour wine. 
The poorer classes of Russia and of 
Poland, Holland, Germany, Austria 
and France all tell the same story of 
unrequited toil 
A cry goes up to 


heaven for their deliverance, but no 
answer comes back to their prayerful 
appeal for justice and for mercy, but 
while heaven vouchsafes no answer, 
the earth is clamorous with complaint 
and the night re-echoes with cries of 
vengeance and retaliation. And where 
is their vengeance directed ? Against 
capital ? No; it is against their own 
kind, the starving poor. 


At the beginning of last week things 


began to look exceedingly warlike 
around the court house. 
Governor 


Odell removed Charles Guden, who was 
recently elected sheriff of Kings coun- 
ty, for corrupt practices previous to 
election, in which, as I mentioned last 
week, he promised to give one Michael 
Dady the entire receipts of the sheriff's 
office above the sum of 813,000. On 
his installation into office he solemnly 
swore that he had given no considera- 
tion whatever for influence to the 
office to which he was elected. This 
was the rankest perjury, and if prose 
cuted to the entrance would have 
landed him in Sing Sing prison for a 
very uncomfortable period. 
Public 


opinion demanded an investigation by 
the governor and the facts were so 
infamous and glaring that the govern 
or felt compelled to remove the un- 
faithful servant. He had disgraced the 
reform party, although a representa- 
tive of justice for the connty of Kings 
which embraces what once was th 
city of Brooklyn, known all over th 
land as the City of Churches, and th 
splendid eloquence of whose minister 
was known throughout the religion 
world. It was not for a moment to b 
tolerated that a perjurer should be th 
representative of reform at the mos 
critical period of the city's life. Th 
governor deprived him of his office an 
conferred the title or one Norman 
Dike. Mr. Guden, the disgraced sher 
iff, immediately barricaded himself ii 
his office. He rolled out a three-to) 
safe against the door and told hi 
faithful servant he was going to holi 
his office till the crack of doom or thi 
last ditch. Norman S. Dike, his op 
ponent, though a fighting sheriff, is a 
man of peace. He is different from 
Mr. Guden in one respect. Mr. Guden 
boasts of what he is going to do, bu 
does not do it. Mr. Dike, on the 
other hand, makes no boasts at all 
but he does it all the same. Whili 
Guden was rolling his big safe agains 
the back door and piling his spittoons 
against the keyhole, Sheriff Dike made 
a movement by the left flank on the 
city prison and captured it, with the 
keepers, deputy sheriffs and prisoners 
also the former sheriff's dog and cat. 


It was a grand movement of grea' 


military skill, and it was at this point 
that Colonel Dike's experience came in 
most excellent play. Garrisoning his 
new capture, with warlike step he 
moved down upon the court house, A 
short time before his adjutant genera] 
and commissioner of supplies hac 
seized a room right next to the de- 
posed sheriff's, and, marching up to 
the door between the rooms, Sheriff 
Dike,with a voice of thunder, demand- 
ed a surrender. The reply was a sharp 
refusal, on which a sledge hammer 
blow removed the door with flying 
splinters, and, stepping into the room, 
like Robinson Crusoe, he was monarch 
of all he surveyed. "Do you surren- 
der?" asked Sheriff Dike, "I do to 
superior force," replied the disgraced 
officer, and, like Crockett's coon, he 
came down from his perch without 
further resistance. Such an inglorious 
ending to that which threatened seri- 
ous disturbance in the courts is there- 
fore a matter of congratulation. 
The 


evil aftermath is that it exposes polit- 
ical corruption in its most degraded 
character by a set of professed poli- 
ticians who are promising the public 
reform. I do not wish to be under- 
stood that the entire party that won 
the victory at the late election is cor- 
rupt from beginning to end, but the 
principal actors in this disgraceful 
deal are prominent and well known 
Republicans and the memory of their 
tergiversation will not be easily for- 
gotten.

Among the first class we find thi 
armors who are non-progressive, fol- 
owing the old moasback customs and 
around whose homes the lines of pov- 
erty are closely drawn. Yet they pos- 
sess a latent ability, an nnawakened 
'orce, that if once aroused will carry 
them into far more successful field*. 
There are many farmers now at the 
bottom of their profession who are 
making no effort to progress; yet ii 
nature be so touched as to arouse their 
ileeping progressive abilities they 
may rapidly push to the front and win 
a place among the successful men of 
:heir time. 


In the other cUsa is found a large 


number of young men who are unde- 
cided in regard to choosing a profes 
sion, but are ambitions to win for 
themselves a name among those who 
have succeeded in acquiring wealth 
and fame. These young men are going 
to start in some direction, and 
succeed or fail ia accordance with the 
fitness of their choice. Those possess 
ing the prime qualities for snccessfn 
men of agriculture, I would advise tc 
investigate the possibilities of agricu] 
ture. 


To many young men of ambition 


temperament the farm IB the last plac 
the; would look for means of winning 
either wealth or fame. Not because 
they hare a natural dislike for th 
farm, but because it Deems impossibl 
for a farmer to reach the goal' worth 
of their ambition. Basing their ideal 
of farming or farmers on the comic de 
scription of the home life of John 
Plowman or Peter Tnmbledown, the 
turn contemptuously from a farmer 
career as At only for the ignorant 
thriftless. It is to such young men 
who long to accomplish work worth 
of their effort, and who are endowed 
with the natural ability their ambitio 
requires, as well u to the non-pro 
gressive, that I would call attention to 
some of the opportunities that Mothe 
Earth ia giving to her worthy sons. 


Under no circumstances should w 


encourage any person to follow th 
high calling of agriculture unless hav 
ing its best interests at heart and th 
natural love for plants and animal 
Many a poor farmer could have bee 
happy and prosperous bad he followed 
the trend of his talent. Many a poo 
lawyer would have won success in agr 
culture had he followed* his heart in 
stead of his head. No matter how we 
we realize the magnitude of agricu 
tural possibilities we should not 
tempt to gain them unless we enjoy th 
road over which they lead and lore th 
labor which they require. We eoul 
not do justice to ourselves or our pro 
fession and would very likely ac 
another to the already long list of di 
mal failures that have ever resulte 
from the mismating of men and pro- 
fessions. 


Life ia for the development of those 


natural qualities in man that mak 
the world richer, brighter and better 
This development is controlled, to 
great extent, by our environments. Th 
better our surrounding the easier an 
higher the development. Every mi 
owes to himself and to humanity th 
duty of attaining as near to perfec 
manhood as possible. 


Four things are essential to the we 


rounded life: 
Health, wealth, fam 


and happiness. 
Each one hai bee 


more or lees the portion of all succes 
ful men. No life with any one wholl 
omitted could be called complete. The

Let us see what opportunities th 


fleld of agriculture possesses for their

and how much is replaced in the refuse. 
Not a majority, I assure you. Vet all 
can know this, and more. We can and 
ought to know what element* of fer- 
tility our soil contains, and in what 
amounts; which are lacking and bow 
we may easily and quickly supply the 
deficiency at the least expense; what 
elements and conditions are necessary 
to produce a maximum crop; what food 
elements are contained in the different 
grains, grasses and forsge crops; how 
much and what proportion is required 
to produce a pound of beef, pork or 
butter. 


What power this knowledge would 


place in our hands. We would then 
know what crops we could grow with 
greatest success and how to increase 
the yield with the leist expense, how 
much food value it contained and what 
stock to feed it to in order to realize 
the greatest pn &', or whether to feed 
at all or sell direct. Then we could 
tell the cost of maintaining our factory 
to the smallest detai's 
Do we know 


these things ? Are we making every 
effort to master these principles on 
which our profession rests? If not 
we are cot living up to our oppor 
tunities. 


We have better opportunities than 


'he avenge manufacturer. Our f«c 
tories run while we sleep. Our run 
mug rxpenses are light in comparison 
We grow our own raw material and 
finish it with our own labor. Our 
markets are sure—the very existence 
of humanity depends on our products 
Why, then, do we find ourselves worse 
off than the manufacturer, who buy 


children. But there can be no joy in 
motherhood without health, and without 
lealth for the mother there can be no 
health for the child.

Here again the 


farmer has the advantage of opportu- 
nities. He can produce his own ma- 
terial. His factory is capable of the 
greatest production with the least ex- 
pense. He dependi on himself to pro- 
vide for himself. What other busi- 
ness can aay so much 1 Truly, the 
'wealth of the world belongs to the 
farmer, for "wealth'; belongs to him 
who creates it." Now' a word to those 
who desire wealth in its limited sense, 
that is, a fortune in dollars. Do the 
careers of Vaoderbilt, Gould, Morgan, 
Bockefeller and Armour look enticing1 ? 
If you like the farm do not let them 
turn your head. Remember that the 
lines in which they made their fortunes 
are almost perfect, while that of farm- 
ing has only begun development. The 
young man who is desirous of accumu- 
lating a fortune can do no better than 
to study agriculture. 


Land is limited in amount; no more 


acres can be created. It can not be 
lost, stolen or destroyed. There is no 
speculative risk if we depend on the 
soil to yield our income. As an ex 
ample, I would call attention to S W 
Allerton, of Chicago, a millionaire 
whose wealth is represented by thous- 
ands of acre* of highly 
cultivated 


land, all under his'personal superv 
ion and control. Not many years ago 
he owned a small farm in New York 
valued at $3,000. Thus it will be seen 
that the true wealth which furnishes 
the best possible surroundings for our 
highest development is found in our 
farms. 


Can a farmer 
become 
famous? 


asks the young man thirsting for 
an honored name. Why not? 
The 


farm is the birthplace of the strongest 
characters and such-'are the ones that 
win fame. ' Was not Gincinoatus thrice 
called from his plow to administer the 
affairs of the Roman empire ? Is not 
our secretary of agriculture a farmer ? 
And as agriculture wins proper recog- 
nition farmers will be called more and 
more into the council chambers of 
nations, for the nations owe their ex- 
istence to the farms. It must be re- 
membered that it is not so much the 
professions of men that rin them 
fame as it is the ability to discover op- 
portunities, grasp them quickly and 
make the most of them; and the farm- 
er, the real child of nature, will stand 
the best chances. 


Napoleon, with 30,000 soldiers, de- 


feated 50,000 Austrians. Afterwards, 
speaking of the battle, the emperor 
said the Austrians failed because they 
knew not bow to calculate the value of 
minutes. I wonder if we farmers do 
not often make the same error. In 
winter, after the crops are taken care 
of, the1 farmer's work is confined to 
chores, time seems so plentiful that 
we ire apt to waste much of It. Econo 
my of time is a problem of consider- 
able Importance. Perhaps none of us 
solve it accurately, but too many of us 
never attempt any solution whatever. 
Brieflly stated, it is this: G'ven our 
time and talent, how shall we use 
them to onr best advantage ? This is 
an excellent time to be laying our 
plans for a successful year that should 
bring us all the necessities of life and 
as many pleasures and luxuries as pos- 
sible. This does not necessarily mean 
larder work or longer hours, but it 
does mean better work and its accom- 
plishments will mean much. 


By intelligent planning and thor- 


ough execution we may so increase our 
ncome that we may be enabled to 
mild a new yard fence; replace that 
old' democrat 'wagon that has well 
nigh' outlived its usefulness SB a 
family carriage with an elegant surrey 
and otherwise add to the beauty and 
comfort of our homes. We must study 
onr resources; none other can know B' 
•ell onr advantages, ability and op- 


portunities. "Every man ia the archi- 
eet of his own fortune." The Ameri- 
an farmer has 'long had the repnta- 
ion of getting what he wants as so-n 
» he finds' out what it is. He may 
,ve been slow in times past to learn 


nst what he' wanted, but all farmers 
re not living up to their opportuni- 
ies. 
For this reason these meet- 


gs are being held wherein we may 


'learn of onr abilities and opportunities. 


The drouth of 1901 was considered 


by some as a calamity, but may it not 
have been a blessing in disguise ? We 
harvested fair crops of-grain and bay 
and a good crop of corn. With the 
present high prices for our produ;e 
our margin of profit is much wider 
than if we had harvested a good crop 
at ordinary prices, but our good for- 
tune was partially obtained by the 
misfortune of others. It teaches the 
-necessity of cheapening production 
and at the same time increasing onr 
capacity, for it is something all far- 
mers should understand. He should 
know the intrinsic valu» of everything 
he produces, the actual worth and cost 
of each, article' used in his farm fac- 
tory, for only in this way can he know 
the cost and value of the finished pro 
duct. 


I wonder how many farmers know 


just what it is costing them to produce 
a hundred weight of beef, a barrel of 
pork, '» bushel of-corn or a pound of 
butter; how many pounds of plant 


bor, contends with strikes, struggle 
with competition and faces great un 
certainties in market'? 
We believ 


this to be the reason: The farmer bas 
not mastered the details of his busi 
ness and does not realize his capacit 
for production nor his privileges i: 
selling. 
< 


That "knowledge is power" is a 


pertinent to agriculture as to othe 
professions. It is a good thing t 
think that we are right, but it is be 
ter to know that we are right, Gues 
work should be abandoned as too un 
businesslike for the twentieth centur 
farmer. How are we to know ? Tha 
is our opportunity. Study and ex 
perience will teach us. 
We som 


times hear farmers say they have n 
time to read even an agricultural p 
per. This is indeed narrow-minde 
ness. 
"Experience is my teacher 


they say; and she is a good one if sh 
does come a little high. All this 
true enough, but experience re-e: 
forced by knowledge is a better tesc 
er and a far less expensive one. 


The majority of such farmers wi 


tell us that about all the oppo tunit 
a farmer has is to drudge for a livin 
If they look on farming as drudger 
and can not be interested in it to tb 
degree of enthusiasm let them qu 
farming and find a more congeni 
occupation.

There are many full fledged English 


citizens who are disqualified from 
membership in parliament and from 
taking any part in parliamentary elec- 
tions. Thus all peers of the realm, es- 
cept those Irish peers who do not hap- 
pen to have been elected for life to 
represent their order in the house of 
lords, are barred from the' exercise of 
franchise. So, too, are police officials, 
high and low. They neither have a 
vote nor are they eligible. 


Ineligibility to parliament extends to 


the Anglican clergy, to Scottish Pres- 
byterian ministers and to the Roman 
Catholic 
priesthood. 
Undischarged 


bankrupts and those convicted of fel- 
ony and who have not completed their 
sentences and are merely freed on 
tickets of leave are likewise disquali- 
fied from election to parliament So, 
too, are young men under the age of 
twenty-one and persons who, having 
been judicially declared insane, have 
not been legally restored to their civic 
lights and privileges. 


Insanity, however, does not consti- 


tute any disqualification in the case of 
the upper house of parliament Luna- 
tics are permitted to take part In the 
divisions in the gilded chamber, and at 
the time when the Irish home rule bill, 
enacted by the house of commons, was 
defeated by the house of lords no less 
than three crazy peers were brought 
down to Westminster by their keepers 
from the insane asylums in which they 
were held under restraint and voted as 
hereditary legislators against home 
rule being granted to Erin.

A real diamond cannot 


oe touched with a file, and a false one, 
Ihough it can be made to scratch 
glass, will not cut quartz.

But the imitation of the diamond 


may be more common than IB imag- 
ined. There is a good story of one of 
the famous II. Bourguignon's custom- 
ers. A lady went into the well known 
Paris atelier of sham gems and asked 
the price of a parure in exact imitation 
of the one she produced. "Was &I. 
Bourguignon sure that the imitation 
would be perfect? Had he'observed the 
peculiar beauty and purity of the 
stones?" The reply came: "Be calm, 
madame. 
The same, workman shall 


have the job. You may rely upon-an 
exact counterpart of his former work." 


Pulverized quartz is used for these 


stones, and it is supplied in the sand 
from the forests of Fontainebleau. 
Hundreds of men and numbers of wo- 
men and girls are employed in the 
Bourguignon business, and they make 
not only diamonds, but pearls, emer- 
alds, rubies and sapphires. The girls 
line the false pearls with fish scales, 
and wax. polish and color with'mmeral 
the other "stones."—Gentleman's Mag- 
azine.

Pood For Birds That I» Preserved Im 


the Arctic HeBlam. 


The number of birds that go to the 


nrctic regi>.T>9 to breed is vast beyond 
conception. 
They go not by thou- 


sands, but by ten? and hundreds of 
thousands, and because nowhere else 
In tbe world docs nature provide at 
the same time and in the same place 
such a lavish prodigality of food. 


The vegetation consists of cranberry, 


cloudberry and crowberry bushes, and 
these, forced by the perpetual sun- 
shine of the arctic summer, bear enor- 
mous crops of fruit. But the crop is 
not ripe until the middle and end ot 
the arctic summer, and if the fruit eat- 
ing birds had to wait until it was ripe 
they would starve in tbe meantime, so 
*they arrive on the very day of the 
melting of the snow. 


But each year the snow descends on 


an immense crop of ripe fruit before 
the birds have time to gather it It ia 
thus preserved perfectly fresh and 
pure, and the melting of the snow dis- 
closes the bushes, with the unconsum- 
cd last year's crop hanging on them 
or lying, ready to be eaten, on the 
ground. 


Tbe frozen meal stretches across the 


breadth of northern Asia. 
It never 


decays and is accessible the moment 
the snow melts. The same heat which 
thaws the fruit brings into being the 
most prolific insect life in the world— 
the mosquito swarms on the tundra. 
No European can live there without a 
veil after the snow melts. The gun 
barrels nre black with them, and 
clouds of them often obscure the sight. 


Thus the- insect enting birds have 


only to open their mouths to fill them 
with mosquitoes, and thus the pres- 
ence of swarms of cliff chaffs, pipis 
and the wajrtnils In this arctic region 
Is accounted for.—Pearson's.

Tbat certain sponges can do a great 


deal of hiirin is now maintained by a 
French scientist. According to him, the 
water supply of some cities and towns 
has been polluted by them, and the wa- 
ter supply of others may be polluted 11 
steps are not taken to prevent it. 


Spongos of this kind are found only 


in fi-esb water and are known as "cor- 
nacusponcio;.'' 
A close examination 


shows that each of the various parts 
of such a sponge is composed of. three 
layers. First, there is a flattened layer 
of cpitheliiil cells, which covers the 
outer surface; noxt, there is a digestive 
layer of cells, each of which is sur- 
rounded by u collar, from which pro- 
jects a little thmig or whip, and, finally, 
between these two there is a third lay- 
er, containing the reproductive cells as 
well as the spicules and fibers which 
form tho skeleton. 


In some sponges the spicules are com- 


posed of silica and in others of calcium 
carbonu te. 


After some time sponges of this type 


decay, and if the water inhabited by 
them is used for drinking purposes the 
pollution caused by them is likely, ac- 
cording to the French scientist, to 
prove injurious to the public health, 
and therefore he recommends tbat tbe 
water be cleared of such sponges wher- 
ever it is possible to do so. 


There arc sponges of this kind In 


many rivers and ponds in this country.

How many miles a man walks In hl3 


lifetime depends naturally upon how 
much he walks a day on the average, 
but the man who walks the least cov- 
ers a vast number of miles before be 
dies.

If a man walks two miles a day 
and lives to be thirty years old, he -will 
cover 21,000 miles. At the same age a 
man who walks three miles a day wil 
have walked 32,830 miles. Almost ev- 
ery man walks between two and three 
miles a day just in going about the 
house, the office, the shop and in going 
to and from the cars, etc. 


A man who walks five miles a day 


finds tbat at the age of thirty be has 
covered 54,750 miles and at the age o: 
sixty 100,500. From this should, strict 
ly speaking, be subtracted the few 
months or a year when he was a babj 
unable to walk, but tbe lesult wonld 
not be affected materially.
